“It's fantastic!” A big trip!” An indication of the cultural 
explosion in Sacramento on all levels, from art to the 
theater. The wide cross section of Anglos, blacks and 
Chicanos shows that Chicano art is not just limited to 
Chicano tastes. It is a beautiful and very positive step in 
expanding Chicano horizons and awareness.” 

Those were some of the reactions of people who 
attended Jose Montoya's “Pachuco Art — A Historical Up- 
date” at the Art Space — Open Ring Gallery Friday night 
on 12th and J Street.

State employee claims firing 
caused by exposure charges

“When they got caught, thev had to take care of the 
problem anyway possibie.” So contends Steve Wittman 
an ex - State employee who was fired in mid - September 
from his job at tne State Teachers Retirement System 

Wittman brought his case to an administrative hearing 
before the State Personnel Board's Hearing Officer James 
Waller. The hearing lasted two and one half days and is 
now pending a decision from Waller 

Wittman contends that the reason he was fired was his 
exposure of an alleged over - charging of interest by the 
State on teachers’ retirement accounts. The state's 


charges include: Two letters of compiaint against Wittman 
—— one concerning his inquiry into a $400 bonus that was 


rumored to be late and the other regarding his appeal of a 
management - imposed evaluation program 

Wittman is the chief union steward for Clerical and 
Allied Services Employees (CASE) union. tn this position 
he was active in the recruitment of workers During the 
four years Wittman spent working for the state. he 
received exemplary written evaluations His dismissal on 
Sept. 19 occurred five minutes after he returned from a 
vacation

ASCSUS official 

The BOJ also handles cases in- 
volving disciplinary actions re- 
Quested by the Dean of Students tn 
these cases, the Board acts as an 
agent of the University and must 
follow procedures outlined in the ASI 
constitution and statutes

Mixed emotions 
Gymnasts fall to Spartans outpoint SF

The CSUS women's gymnastics 
team left last Thursday's season 
opening meet with the San Jose State 
Spartans and the CSU - San Fran 
cisco Gators with mixed emotions 
after narrlowly losing to the former 
and easily outscoring the latter 

With only one of the four events 
left, the Gators, behind the strength of 
their floor exercise routines, had a 
seemingly comfortable lead with 
9075 points The Hornets were 
second with 87.5, and the Spartans 
third with 87 25 

However, the Gators’ poor show- 
ing in the bars event dropped them 
Out of contention. with a meager 
112 15 total. Meanwhile, the Hornets 
having already completed the ba 
the third round, caught and passed 
San Francisco during the floor exer- 


rin 


cise event, finishing with a 117.95 
total 
The Hornets picked up 30.45 


points in the floor exercise, due in 
part to the standout performance of 
Kahea Bright For her imaginative 
routine, done to the tune of ‘The Pink 
Panther,” the judges awarded Bright 
a 9.1, which was the only score of nine 
or better given during the three hours 
of competition 


The Spartans, while not having any 
one gymnast score as high as did 
Bright, nevertheless had better 
average scores, and outpointed the 
Hornets in the floor exercise. with 
31.55 

With their slim 1.1 point edge over 
the Hornets in the final event, the 
Spartans managed to pull ahead of 
Sacramento, with a total of 118 8, only 


85 points in front of their River - City 
nosts 

Though falling just short of a vic- 
tory against the Spartans, Hornet 
coach Barbara Parcher was 


nonetheless pleased with her team's 


performance. “It was the best. first 


meet score we've ever had 
commented Parcher, referring to 
their 117.95 total 


Parcher also mentioned that acon- 
tributing factor in their toss to the 
Spartans was the absence of Lori 
Koyasako, unabie to compete with 
the team because she had the flu 
Koyasakos presence was_ sorely 
missed, as the Hornets had to 
compete with only four gymnasts in 
two of the events 

In each of the four events, the top 
four scores from each team count 
toward the point total, and in the final 
two events, the Hornets were only 
able to field four gymnasts, which 





meant that, good or bad, every score 
would count A slight miss, by any 
gymnast, would hurt the Hornets’ 
team standings 

The Spartans, on the other hand, 
were able to enter six gymnasts in 
both of the final two events, and, tak- 
ing the top four scores in each, 
outscored the Hornets by 1.6 points 

The Hornets, though splitting with 
the two teams, could at least take 
solace in the fact that they won the 
majority of the individual events. In 
addition to her victory tn the fioor ex- 
ercise, Bright won the beam (85), the 
bars (77). and captured the All 
Around award, with a 33.20 total 
in the All Around standings, with a 
29 6 total. The winner of the vault, the 
first event of the evening, was San 
Francisco's Lisa Clearwater, with a 
score of 8.3 

Another advantage, for the 
Hornets, was that the loss to San Jose 
was non - conference, while the vic- 
tory over the Gators gives the Hornets 
a 1-0 record in Golden State 
Conference play

Trippet leads Hornet attack 
in blitzing of Cal Berkeley

Behind the 21 point scoring of 
Jane Trippet, the Hornet women's 
basketball team broke away from a 
35-33 halftime lead to sting the UC - 
Berkeley women's team, 65-53, Fri- 
day night in Berkeley 

Hornet coach Linda Hughes 
commented that the game was “nip 
and tuck up until the last eight 
minutes of the game,” when the 
Hornets opened up a 61-49 lead, and 
coasted to victory in their first game 
of the year 

Karen Littleton scored 10 for the 
Hornets, as the only other double 
figure scorer, followed by Lorraine 
Simmons and Sheila Pannell, each 
with nine points 

Terri Miller finished fifth high 
scorer for the Hornets with six, Rosa 
Vais and Jackie Ledbetter each 
chipped in four, and Thaiia Long 
added a pair 

Linda Simmons, about whom 
Hughes commented, “I'm really im- 
pressed with her,” hurt her ankle in 
practice before the game, and sat out 
the entire contest. Hughes mentioned 
that X - rays will be taken to determine 
the extent of the injury to Simmons’ 
ankle. 

“We started with man - to - man 
(defense), then went to a zone in the 
second half,” Hughes noted. “We 
were more aggressive on our zone 
defense,” Hughes added, which ac- 
counted for the Bears’ low point total 
in the second half. 

The Hornets’ stingy defense also 
produced costly Berkeley turnovers, 
and the quickness of Vais and Miller, 
grabbing seven and six steals, 
respectively, didn't hurt either. 

However, Hughes admitted that 
there were drawbacks to the Hornets’ 
“aggressive defense,” most important 
of which was the increased fouling. In 
addition to Pannell fouling out of the 
game, Trippet and Simmons each had 
four fouls, and Littleton and Miller 
both had three. 

“Some of the fouling was because 
they were aggressive,” Hughes said, 
adding that some of the fouls were 
due to mental errors on the part of the 
players, and errors in judgement on 
the part of the officials. 


Another factor which helped 
strengthen the Hornets was the fact 
that they turned the ball over to the 
Bears only 18 times during the game, 
and only eight of those in the second 
half 

We ied the league last year in tur- 
novers with about 24 a game,” said 
Hughes, noting that ifthe Hornets can 
control the bal! throughout the year 
the way they did against Berkeley, 
then a successful season wiil be 
easier to attain 

The junior varsity game, while 
more exciting as far as Berkeley fans 
were concerned, provided the same 
Outcome for the Hornets: a victory 
Jill Hedges led the Hornet attack with 
11 points, as they opened up a 10 
point lead early in the second half, 
and survived a late Bears rally to win 
55-54 

One area where the JV team 
proved themselves was in_ their 
balanced scoring statistics. Debby 
Tallman, Gail Cate, Carol Dolsby and 
Charlotte Block scored eight points 
each, followedby Karen Nowack with 
six. Leslie Meuller and Lauretta Mar- 
tin rounded out the scoring with two 
and four, respectively. 

Today, the Hornets face Cal Poly - 
San Luis Obispo, the second game in 
a two - day tour of Southern Califor- 


nia. Although her team has never 
played Cal Poly, Hughes expects “a 
tough game from them, anyway.” 

After their two away games, the 
Hornets remain competitively inac-

Wittman felt it was clear after the hearing that he was 
fired primarily for his exposing of the interest issue. The 
documentation the state furnished contained a letter of 
reprimand that earlier Wittman had successfully removed 
from his personnel file. It also included two letters of com- 
plaint that were both dated Sept. 12, 1977, and referred to 
incidents that happened 21 and nine months ago respec- 


tively, 


Joe Morrow, a CSUS psychology professor and 
defense committee chair stated: “He's being railroaded for 
his union activities. This is the opening shot of the top 
management of the state to weed out the militant and in- 
fluential pro - union people from the agencies in 
preparation for the collective bargaining showdown.” 

Wittman first notified his supervisor, Shirley Thomas, 
about the apparent over - sharing of interest in October of 
1976. A memo, dated Nov. 4, 1976 from Brunie Roscoe, 
Asst. Division Chief in verifications, ultimately gave the 
authority to employees to forgive interest either over the 
phone or through the mail. This situation existed until 
August of 1977 when Wittman, as union steward, re- 
quested written policy to clear the inconsistencies that 
abounded in the retirement system's handling of interest 


charges. 


The result was a memo dated August 9, 1977 that 
removed the authority to forgive interest charges from the 
verification employees and placed 
management. “It set up procedures,” according to 
Wittman, “where back dating of interest information could 


be obtained only through memos.” 


Wittman and fellow employees then distributed a 
petition, signed by 86 per cent of non - management em- 
ployees which stated their objections to the present 
interest policy. Management's response to this petition 
was to dismiss Wittman, whose signature appeared on the

Anyway, it was the perfect setting 
to interview one of the most widely 
respected artists in the Chicano 
Royal Air Force (RCAF), aloca! group 
of Chicano artists and craftsmen 

Montoya puta iot of corazon (heart 
and soul) into his first major art ex- 
hibition. He confided his feelings of 
fear to elation about whether he was 
doing a wrong thing, a fear he might 
exploit the older generation of 
Pachucos, but finally deciding it was 
his way of paying tribute to them 

Could Montoya get caught up in 
idolizing the Pachucos? Were the 
Pachucos, young certain people of 
Mexican descent a gang of draft 
dodgers and unpatriotic punks as 
reported the news media of that era? 

There is considerable evidence to 
prove they were not. A closer ex- 
amination, some thirty - four years 
later reveals the fictionalized dis- 
tortion of facts in many news stories 
The evidence can be found in the 
numerous reports, letters, and statis- 
tics of police authorities. The con- 
clusions reached by Montoya’s 
research team, in putting the art show 
together are summed up in the follow- 
ing paragraphs 

it is evident by examining the 
documents from California archives 
that zoot suiteers were victimized 
scapegoats of industrialists like 
William Randolph Hearts who led the 
anti - sentiment against the Mex- 
icanos and zoot suiters. Hearst 
wanted the U.S. to go to war with 
Mexico because he wanted to protect 
the millions of acres in Mexico he 
owned, about one fifth the size of 
California. 

Mexico's president Lazaro 
Cardenas expropriated the oil com- 
panies from Anglo businessmen, who 
were forced to accept payments from 
Mexico’s government. Cardenas 
nationalized the oil companies which 
eliminated all possibilities of Shell or 
Standard Oil existing there 

“There was no riot, only scattered 
and sporadic fights. Pachucos iden- 
tified as inciting riots did not par- 
ticipate in the fights.” Police statistics 
of juvenile arrests during the period 
preceeding the fighting show a 
decline among Mexican youths of Los 
Angeles. Reports of arrests show 
many zoot suited Pachucos have 
been in the military, working in 
defense piants, or attending school, 
according to the documentation. 

These points were what Montoya 
conveyed through his creations 
reawakening Pachuquismo. He 
summed up the entire evening Friday 
night in this way: “We have vindicated 
the vato loco!”

Reagan appointees but a few of them 
have teamed with the generally more 
liberal Brown appointees in the past 
Thus the two new Trustees could help

On most issues it may mean very 
little Most votes of the Board are

On some issues, however, the 
difference may be significant. Collec- 
tive bargaining is a possible example 
In the past the Trustees have opposed 
collective bargaining and have lob- 
bied against it in the Legisiature. The 
addition of Peevey and Blanch, with 
two more appointees soon, could 
change that 

For students, the change may not 
be too significant. The Trustees have 
been generally favorable to student

celebrates tenth anniversary

Tinsel - time and tule fog are upon 
uS, advertisements and the maninthe 
red suit are everywhere, buy is the 
word, hurry is the way; and atthe Sac- 
ramento Civic Center Theater a holi- 
day tradition in its tenth year is being 
performed 

The Nutcracker Tchaikovsky 's 
endearing ballet, opened Friday amid 
black tres and formal dresses, cham- 
pagne and irish coffees. Children 
too, were in evidence at this family 
production which appeals to the af- 
ficlanado as well as the neophyte 
ballet viewer 

The story of the ballet involves 
Clara (Sharon Ree). a young girl who 
iS given a nutcracker shaped like a 
boy in a harlequin outfit which, in the 
dead of Christmas night, comes alive 
The Nutcracker bear strong resem- 

tance to the toymaker's nephew (lan 
Leffler), and after defeating the 
Mouse King (Ronand Shepherd) he 
leads Clara through the Land of the 
Snows to the Candy Kingdom and 
finally home again in a giant balloon 

The ballet opens in the toy shop of 
Herr Drosselmeyer (Earl Riggins 
who has played the same role for 10 
years) He and his nephew are finish- 
ing the nutcracker and giant mouse 


presents for the children of Or. and 
Frau Silbernaus (Margaret Francis 
and John Riley 


Tne pertormance of Danielle 
Anderson as the Dancing Doil at the 
party is especially engaging She 
combines beautifully the clockwork 
movements of a wind - up mannequin 
with the grace of a dancer 

The antics of the mice in the 
darkened house provide a light 
comic touch leading directly into the 
battle between the toy soldiers. led by 
the Nutcracker, and the mice, led by 
the Mouse King (Ronald Shepherd) 

Clara, who has witnessed the bat- 
tle, is then taken by the victorious 
Nutcracker into the Land of the 
Snows where they meet the Snow 
Queen (Allyson Deane) and the Snow 
Prince (Michael Dwyer), who dance 
through trees and snowflakes show- 
ing the direction to the Candy 
Kingdom. The scenery and lighting in 
this scene was especially beguiling 
and evocative of the fairy - tale, dream 
- like Quality of the ballet 


The Sugar Plum Fairy (Deborah 
Dobson) and the Cavalier (Jonas 
Kage) appear in the Candy Kingdom 
along with the characters and dances 
that have made this ballet especially 
popular throughout the world 


Masters of Metal 


Blue Oyster Cult 
stun Cow Palace

There are many misconceptions of 
heavy metal music Too many 
listeners, and critics, think if a rock 
band plays loud and monotonously 
enough, their reaction is to turn it off 

But the genre has some important 
ground rules, which Blue Oyster Cult, 
New York's Master of Metal, reign in 
following: musical energy com- 
municating political and social 
upheavel Their genre's emphasis is 
not on the bright side, but the other 
side BOC looks for thorns, not pet- 
tles, in subtle comical exposition 

Saturday night at the Cow Palace, 
filled with Frisco freakos, Blue Oyster 
stunned the crowd with a barrage of 
visual and musical anxieties 





Buck Dharma .... Machine gun riffs 

It was thoroughly enjoyable 

The Cult'’s opening number, “R U 
Ready to Rock,” from their newest 
composite, Spectres, translates their 
sound; flexed muscular beats guiding 
shockingly fast guitar through each 
high - pierced note 

The subsequence, “Extra Terres- 
trial intelligence,” clarifies lead 
guitarist Buck Dharm’s role in rock as 
one of the most refined styiists to 
emerge from the riff - rock scene of 
the seventies. While lead singer Eric 
Bloom spotlights members of the 
crowd with his laser ring, Dharma 
kicksback and unleashes a nerve - 
chilling solo. 

Bloom, who aiso plays stun guitar, 


and Dharma, are the pistons behind 
the energy. Bloom, clad in black 
leather. and Dharma, contrasting 
Bloom wearing dove white 
symbolically enhance the band’s dark 
image with their eerie stage 
showmanship 

During “Godzilla,” drummer Al 
Bouchard colored the paiace with 
laser - changing -_ patterns 
synchronized to his flitting 
pulsations. It was like Laserium with 
live music. His 15 minute solo stepped 
- up unbelievable attack, going 
through rhythm changes 
similtaneously with the visuals 

The overall visual presentation 
was well - planned. As the evening 
went on, techno - flash became 
immense, exploring the gamut of light 
- display rock 

Brother Joe Bouchard, 
bass player, even had his chance, a 
solo during “I his Ain't the Summer of 
Love.” The song about the late sixties 
climaxed with all five teasing fret- 
boards 

In the last two years, Cult's music 
has eased into maturity with integrity 
Their first three albums were classic 
powerhouses, but with last suntmer's 
smash Agents of Fortune, a commer- 
cial slickness prevailed above the 
male volent mysticism 

“Last Days of May,” a true story 
about a drug - bust where three 
buyers are ripped - off, then killed, 
was composed by Dharma. The 
sympathetic ballad typified Dharm’s 
axe stylistics; his solos are never free - 
flight, but rather arrangements with 
cutting edges 

On their encore, and their new FM 
single, “Goin’ Through the Motions,” 
Bloom shunned his stun and played 
role of superstar rocksinger. Pran- 
cing along the stage, to acommercial 
- compromising Cult stance, he 
taunted the chicks in the front row 


A song concerning life after death, 
last summer's FM blitzkreig, “Don't 
Fear the Reaper,” closed the show in 
melodic flurry. During a four - color 
laser assault on the senses, the 
quintet showed their harmonizing 
abilities they all can sing, bac- 
kup or lead. Amazingly enough, they 
can ail write, too 

After the smoke had cleared, and 
the daze of the stun had iiited, the 
crowd, benumbed by fog, knew that 
they had no misconceptions of heavy 
metal.
